Police speak 
with teen on 
‘L’ robbery

A 17-year-old boy was questioned 
Thursday about the death of a 68 -year- 
old woman who was pushed down the 
stairs of the Fullerton “E’ station by a 
fleeing robber. 

Sally Katona-King, a Lutheran dea- 
con and mother of three, apparently 
was in the way of a robber who had 
snatched an iPhone from a passenger 
as a Brown Line train pulled into the 
Fullerton station. She died a day later, 
March 29. 

The teen being questioned was ar- 
rested May 15 near the Clark/Division 
Red Line stop for a similar robbery 
He allegedly grabbed an iPhone from 
a woman and ran. She chased him, and 
police on patrol caught up with him. A 
month later, he pleaded guilty and was 
sentenced to four years in prison in a 
juvenile facility 

He was in that facility in Joliet when 
authorities took him into custody in 
connection with Katona-King’s death. 

No new charges had been filed 
against the teen as of late Thursday 

Katona-King was an active vol- 
unteer and deacon at First Lutheran 
Church of Logan Square, where she 
cooked meals for the homeless, ac- 
cording to her daughter. 

On March 28, she had left her job for 
the day as a receptionist at Evangelical 
Lutheran Metropolitan Chicago Syn- 
od and apparently was on her way to 
do errands as she climbed up the stairs 
of the Fullerton stop. 

It was not clear what evidence, if 
any, linked the juvenile who was jailed 
in Joliet to the March “L’ robbery

Target won approval Thursday to put up 
proposed signs at its downtown store in the 
landmark Sullivan Center in the Loop. 

Most notable in the design is a large red 
Target buU’s-eye, viewable through the fa- 
mous picture-glass rotunda windows at the 
corner of State and Madison streets. 

Besides the Target bull’s-eye in the rotunda, 
artist renderings of the plans show red aw- 
nings over the sidewalk and long drape-like 
wall hangings in some windows. 


Preservation officials generally favored 
Target’s plans for the signs and other interior 
design concepts, which were approved with- 
out further requests Thursday by the Permit 
Review Committee of the Commission on 
Chicago Landmarks. Unlike some issues, the 
committee’s approval does not require fur- 
ther approval by the full commission, com- 
mission spokesman Peter Strazzabosco said. 

However, some plans were approved in 
concept only Target will need to provide the 
committee further details on such items as 
lighting; awning fabric; and the dimensions.

The plan for the new “City Target” store 
must clear more hurdles than most, because 
the Sullivan Center building, formerly known 
as the Carson Pirie Scott building, is designated 
as a national and Chicago historical landmark. 

The building is renowned for its expres- 
sive exterior and the freshly-restored cast- 
iron decoration that wraps around its base. 
The space has been empty since Carson Pirie

Family: Suspect in nun 
bank robbery is gentle

At 23, she already has been charged with 
two federal crimes — embezzling more than 
$20,000 from one bank and then disguising 
herself in a nun’s costume to violently take 
over a second bank. 

But according to her defense attorney, Na- 
vahcia Edwards also is a young woman with a 
3.7 GPAin college and no criminal history She 
is gentle and loving with the extended family 
who watches over her, Edwards’ attorney said. 

That portrait was offered Thursday at a 
detention hearing at the Dirksen U.S. Court- 
house in which her attorney argued that Ed- 
wards should be released on electric home 
monitoring while facing the latest charges 


against her: that she and an accomplice 
stormed and robbed a Palos Heights bank 
wearing masks and nuns’ habits, similar to 
those featured in the movie “The Town.” 

But before a government prosecutor could 
counter that argument with her description of 
the “very violent” video of the May 29 robbery 
at aTCE bank, U.S. Magistrate Judge Michael 
Mason politely interrupted. 

“With all due respect. Eve seen the com- 
plaint,” he said, referring to the written docu- 
ment outlining the charges against Edwards. 
‘And it was very violent.” 

Minutes later. Mason ordered Edwards 
held without bond, calling her a danger to the 
community

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More romantic than 
your average bear 


NEW YORK Zig-zagging across half of New 
Jersey in what appears to be an increasingly 
forlorn search for a mate, a lonely black bear 
is finding himself more often the target of a 
tranquilizer dart than Cupid’s arrow 

Known as bear number 6131, the young 
adult male has been captured by wildlife of- 
ficials in no fewer than six towns in little over 
a year, each time being released into a state 
wildlife area. 

His romantic quest was yet again briefly 
halted Wednesday as he tumbled unconscious 
from a tree in a suburban front yard in East 
Brunswick into a net held by officers from the 
state’s Department of Environmental Protec- 
tion. 

“Probably in the course of a week he’s trav- 
eling over 100 miles,” Kim Tinnes, a wildlife 
services technician who was at the scene, said 
in a telephone interview “Eve got 30 years 
with the state, and I don’t think we’ve ever

trapped the same bear so many times in so 
many urban situations.” 

Tinnes first encountered bear 6131 in May 
2010 in Parsipanny in northern New Jersey 
While unconscious, the bear was tagged on 
his ears, his inner lip was tattooed with his 
newly assigned number, and he was fitted 
with a tracking collar. 

Since then, Tinnes and her colleagues have 
been able to watch him as he rambles fruit- 
lessly around the state before crossing paths 
with officials from the wildlife division.

Are you ready for some ... Spikeball? Or underwater 
hockey? Your guide to alternative joys of summer

If there’s such a thing as indie cred in the sports world, Alex Ibardaloza has it in 
spades. The 35-year-old dental assistant helps run what he estimates is the third- 
or fourth-largest footbag club in North America, a sport that combines volleyball 
and hacky sack. The number of Chicago-area members? Eight or nine. 

“Foot sports just aren’t very popular in America,” said Ibardaloza, of Irving 
Park. “Even soccer isn’t as big here as it is everywhere else in the world. But with 
footbag, almost no one has heard of it.” 

Plenty of Chicagoans are sticking to traditional games of summer, but there are 
others who are bored with baseball, sick of soccer or vexed with volleyball and 
have turned to lesser-known, unusual sports. Those include footbag, underwater 
hockey, Spikeball and paddleboarding.

Some people are incredulous when Ben 
Tolsky, 30, of Lincoln Park, talks about his 
sport of choice: underwater hockey 

“Some people think I’m making it up at 
first when I talk about it,” said Tolsky, a re- 
cent Illinois Institute of Technology graduate. 
“But I promise it’s real, and it’s a cool thing.” 

Tolsky is one of about 30 to 40 members 
of the Chicago Underwater Hockey Club, 
which practices and plays matches at city and 
suburban pools. Invented in England in the 
1 950s and popular in Australia, Tasmania and 
New Zealand, the sport is played with two 
teams of six, equipped with snorkel gear, fins 
and a footlong stick used to push a weighted 
3 -pound puck along the bottom of the pool 
to score goals. There is no goalie— only three 
offensive forwards and three defensive backs. 

Underwater hockey isn’t easy Players have 
to hold their breath underwater and come up 
for air at strategic times, and those who try 
to talk to their teammates like they might in 
other sports get a mouthful of water. In other 
words, it’s not a sport Patrick Kane is likely to 
dominate right away 

“It’s better to be good at swimming and 
scuba diving than hockey for this sport,” said 
Tolsky, who has been playing underwater 


hockey since he was introduced to it as an 
undergraduate at the University of Illinois in 
1998. “I think we could beat the Blackhawks 
at it, but Michael Phelps would probably be 
awesome at it.” 

The game of Spikeball resonated so much 
with a group of friends in Chicago that they 
took their passion a step further— they 
bought the rights to the defunct game and be- 
gan distributing it themselves in 2008. 

“We were on vacation a few years ago in 
Hawaii and we were like. This is a great game. 
We should relaunch this thing,’ ” said Chris 
Ruder, president of Wicker Park-based Spike- 
ball Inc. 

Spikeball is best described as beach vol- 
leyball meets the playground game of four 
square. The equipment consists of a palm-size 
ball and a trampoline-like net placed at ankle 
level between a pair of two-player teams. The 
teams have up to three hits for every posses- 
sion to ricochet the baU off the net and make 
their opponents return it. If a team misses 
or the ball hits the ground, their opponents 
score a point. 

It’s a simplistic but action-packed game 
that has garnered an unusual cult following 
with Ultimate Frisbee players. Ruder said. 


“Yeah, I’m not sure why that’s the case, but 
it’s growing amongst Frisbee players on col- 
lege campuses,” he said. “It’s already becom- 
ing an official intramural sport at some col- 
leges.” 

Spikeball has surpassed volleyball and bags 
as Tim Lind’s favorite sport on the beach. 

“It’s just different than the usual and the 
movement of it is cool. You’re constantly ac- 
tive and moving and when you’re in the sand, 
it’s actually a really good cardio workout,” said 
Lind, 27, a teacher who lives in Lincoln Park. 

Meanwhile, Jess Bell is a recent convert of 


paddleboarding, another sport that provides 
a good full-body workout. Paddleboarding 
consists simply of taking out a large board 
(between 12 and 19 feet long) and using a one- 
sided paddle to propel yourself through the 
water while standing straight up. 

“It’s not exactly a thrill sport,” Bell said. 
“It’s a great way to get out on water without 
owning a boat and it’s one of the best ways 
to see the city while on the wide-open water. 
Plus, you can decide to make it a workout or a 
relaxing way to get a tan.”

SLACKLINING 

Originally popular in the climbing world, 
slacklining is the act of balancing, bounc- 
ing and doing tricks along a narrow, flex- 
ible piece of webbing placed low to the 
ground.

BOSSABALL 

Invented in Spain a few years ago, 
bossaball looks like a sport designed for 
“Wipeout” or “American Gladiators.” It’s 
similar to volleyball, soccer and gymnas- 
tics and utilizes a giant inflatable court 
with trampolines. 




LADDER GOLF

It’s known by a number of distasteful 
nicknames (hillbilly golf, testicle 
toss). Ladder Golf is a lawn game like 
bags or horseshoes where players 
toss a pair of balls secured with a cord 
at a ladder-type structure in order to get 
it to wrap around one of three horizon- 
tal bars. 


More of a performance art than a sport, 
planking is where one lies down flat on a 
surface or object with arms to the sides.

BATTLE OF THE SEXY: MEN, WOMEN 
DIFFER IN WHAT TURNS THEM ON 




WHAT ABOUT HOMOSEXUALITY? 

The authors compared gay and straight male sexuality and found they 
were strikingly similar. The differences: Gay men like men, and are 
more likely to be aroused by the submissive role in sex than straight 
men. Lesbians are far more complicated. Researchers don’t think they 
have enough information to make any definitive comparisons.

When it comes to sex, what do women— or 
men, for that matter— want? 

It’s a question as old as time, but one that’s 
possible to find out in the age of the Internet. 
It’s also a question that might be of particular in- 
terest to Chicagoans this weekend as the Exxx- 
otica Chicago sex expo comes to Rosemont. 
The traveling show is making its Chicago debut 
and will feature appearances by adult entertain- 
ers, educational seminars and product demon- 
strations. 

With countless genres of images, videos and 
erotic stories available online, women are both 
able and empowered to access arousing materi- 
al, and figure out for themselves what they like. 
Not surprisingly some are watching porn— pro- 
viding insight into the way the sexes view adult 
content differently researchers say 

What women are viewing and reading usual- 
ly is not what men are searching for, accord- 
ing to a new book on the subject. In “A 
Billion Wicked Thoughts,” released 
in May neuroscientists Ogi Ogas 
and Sai Gaddam combine web 
searches, personal search histo- 
ries, websites and classified ads with 
insights from brain science to discover 
precisely how different women are from 
men when it comes to the erotic. 

Just like we’re all born with taste cues— sweet, 
salty savory spicy bitter— men and women’s 
brains are wired with sexual cues, Ogas said. For 
men, the cues are predominantly visual, and 
aimed at the partner; they often enjoy seeing 
women achieve orgasm. But women are more 
complex; they place a high importance on 
feeling desired, for example, whereas it ap- 
pears men generally don’t need to feel de- 
sired at all in order to feel aroused. 

A minority of women do watch visual 
porn. Based on analyses of user profiles on 
a porn website, these women tend to be more 
socially aggressive, comfortable taking risks and 


open to bisexual experiences, researchers said. 
They also tend to have a higher sex drive. 

Another difference: Men’s sexual interests are 
pretty solid by age 25, the researchers say Wom- 
en, on the other hand, have much more flexible 
and dynamic interests during a lifetime. 

Women are sexually complex in other ways. 
If a man is physically turned on, he’s also psy- 
chologically turned on, which is why medica- 
tions for erectile dysfunction can deliver fairly 
straightforward results. But a woman can be 
physically turned on and mentally turned off 
at the very same time, making efforts toward 
a treatment for low female sexual desire all the 
more complicated. 

The female sexual brain is also like a “detec- 
tive agency” that investigates a man’s many 
qualities before deciding whether he’s worth 
her attention, the authors said. Evolutionarily 
that makes sense. In the earliest days of humans, 
females who mated with the first males they en- 
countered would not have fared as well as those 
who took the time to investigate their partners a 
little more. The “detective agency” would make 
sure that the chosen male would not be cruel, 
unfaithful or sneaky and would protect the 
woman and her child. 

More important than evolution, though, is 
the “software” of the sexual brain, Ogas and 
Gaddam said. 

Again, men are simple: The male brain is de- 
signed so that any stimulus can trigger arousal. 
For some, a single cue is necessary and sufficient, 
which is what makes a fetish, well, a fetish. For 
instance, some men get turned on in the pres- 
ence of attractive shoes or feet, and need to see 
that in order to feel stimulated. On the other 
hand, fetishes are extremely rare among women. 

“The male sexual brain is like a single toggle 
switch, whereas the female sexual brain is like 
the cockpit of an Fi fighter jet,” Gaddam said. 
“There are tons of dials and instruments, and 
there’s sophisticated calibration going on.”

Do you think men and women experience 
porn differently?

a hippie commune— supervises 
an experiment to see if a young 
chimp can acquire language by 
being raised in a human family 
as if he were a little person (who, 
like a human baby, also looks 
cute in tiny sweaters). Over time 
various researchers become close 
with Nim, but he grows into a 
dangerous animal, not just the 
affectionate little plaything who 
developed a fondness for hugs. All 
together now: Awwwwww. 

The verdict: This is how you tell a 
story in a documentary Absolutely packed with illustrative 
video and photos, “Project Nim” unfolds without trying to 
prove that the experiment was or wasn’t a success, or that it 
was or wasn’t a good idea in the first place. The film leaves 
that decision up to us as we process incredible contradic- 
tions: Nim can apologize and kiss away the tears of his hu- 


man “siblings,” but he also learns to manipulate. (His love of 
cats also leads to him rubbing them against his penis, which 
is not what we do with cats, Nim.) He enjoys sweeping and 
doing dishes, yet he’s capable of spontaneous, potentially 
deadly attacks. It would be nice to know what was done 
with the study and what more has been done, if anything.

The trajectory of this year’s 
raunchy comedies spirals 
further downward with 
the desperately unfunny 
“Horrible Bosses,” about a 
trio of tormented workers 
(Jason Bateman, Charlie Day 
and Jason Sudeikis) who decide to kill each 
other’s intolerable employers (Kevin Spacey 
Jennifer Aniston and Colin Farrell). 

Slow-witted, clumsy and almost pathologi- 
cally reliant on crude name-calling for laughs, 
“Horrible Bosses” represents the lowest 
end of the comedy spectrum.

The film’s mix of digital critters and real 
animals results in far too many shots of this 
beast or that one standing alone in the shot, 
mouth moving, cracking jokes.

Where Chanel leads, 
beauty will follow

One of the biggest beauty breakthroughs in 
recent years involves the rise of funky nail 
polish colors— blue, green, gray, even black— 
which have become socially acceptable for 
almost all women, no matter their age or oc- 
cupation. That development is due, in part, to 
Peter Philips, global creative director of Cha- 
nel Makeup, who has made the company’s 
seasonal nail shades as hotly sought after as its 
handbags. 

“I don’t say I invented green or orange nail 
polish,” Philips said during a recent interview 
in L. A. “But by putting those shades in Cha- 
nel packaging, you give it credibility If Chanel 
makes a surfboard, it’s cool. Not every brand 
can do that.” 

Today’s color independence is a far cry 
from the natural look of the 1990s, when 
you emphasized your eyes or your lips, but 
never both. It’s a change, too, from the craze 
for mineral makeup that started in the early 
2000s. 

“We’re seeing a shift back to the weU-made- 
up face, and nails are taking on a whole new di- 
mension,” said Karen Grant, vice president and 
senior global beauty industry analyst for market 
research firm NPD Group. “Industry leaders 
look to Chanel for direction ... and trends driv- 
en by Chanel affect the mass market.” 


Prices for Chanel makeup are some of the 
highest in the market, from $25 for a nail col- 
or to $250 for the limited-edition Lumieres 
Byzantines compact. (Only 1,000 were sold 
worldwide.) But Chanel consistently ranks 
among the top-five-selling prestige cosmetics 
brands, and is No. i in the nail color category, 
according to NPD. Though most people can’t 
afford a $4,000 Chanel jacket, many can af- 
ford a $27 Chanel lipstick. 

Like Chanel fashion designer Karl Lager- 
feld, Philips, 44, must walk the line between 
classic and trendy, making the beauty brand, 
which has an estimated value of $3 billion to 
$4 billion, appeal to young and old. 

This spring. Philips brought a new take to 
Chanel’s lipstick offerings, with the minimal 
coverage Rouge Coco Shine collection. “The 
idea was to make it easy for young girls to dis- 
cover lipstick. Because a lot of girls only wear 
lip gloss. They think lipstick makes them look 
old,” he said. A collection of matte lipsticks. 
Rouge Allure Velvet, will follow in November. 

The fall 2011 collection hitting stores now 
features smoky, metallic colors and introduc- 
es a new cream eye shadow with a mousse-like 
texture. The new nail polish shades are irides- 
cent, including Philips’ favorite— Peridot. 

“It changes colors,” he said, “like a peacock 
feather or a beetle wing.”

Howto 
pack the 
perfect 
picnic

After what felt like a never-ending winter followed by a less-than- 
stellar spring, summer is all about spending every possible mo- 
ment outside. Before you pack your picnic basket, check out our 
tips on well-known and not-so-obvious parks, plus what drinks 
to tote along. Unlike your favorite BYOB restaurant, Mother 
Nature does not charge a corkage fee.

W eretogo 

An obvious favorite is Millennium Park’s 
Jay Pritzker Pavilion, with its large expanse 
of gorgeous green grass and summer con- 
cert schedule. For traveling types, supreme- 
ly popular concert venue Ravinia is a short 
ride north to Highland Park, and, unlike 
the CTA, where in-transit drinking is a no- 
no, Metra trains do allow booze on board 
(except during select festival or holiday 
weekends), making the journey that much 
more fun. Both Loop locations of Pastoral 
(53 E. Lake St. and at the Chicago French 
Market, 131 N. CHnton St.) sell sandwiches 
and other snacks for the Millennium 
Park- or Metra-bound. While there, grab 
a bottle each of the 2009 Skyleaf Riesling 
(S12.99) that smacks of honeysuckle, lime 
and melon, and the 2009 Rhone Gang “Le 
Hold Up’’ ($14.99), a grenache-pinot blend 


that takes kindly to hanging out in your 
cooler for a slight chill 

While booze is allowed at Ravinia and 
most Millennium Park events, it isn’t at 
most other city parks unless a special permit 
has been issued. My personal favorite is 
Promontory Point in FTyde Park, a huge, 
grassy peninsula that juts out into the lake 
and rarely gets crowded. For a little more na- 
ture, head further south to the Osaka Japa- 
nese garden in Jackson Park (64th and Stony 
Island). Drinks such as Gus sodas ($1.96 at 
Pastoral) provide fun flavor without break in’ 
the law. For renegade picnickers dead set 
on risking it, I might suggest the adorable, 
purse-size 200-milliter can of Funaguchi 
Kikusui sake ($6 at Galleria Liquors, 1559 N. 
Wells St.) for added ambiance— but don’t 
come crying to me if you get caught.

Remember that wliatever you bring, you’re 
carrying, so lighter— and less — is better. 
Avoid beer in glass bottles and wine with 
corks. Most wines from New Zealand, Aus- 
tralia and Austria come with screw caps, 
so point yourself in the direction of those 
countries’ sections in the store and you can 
forgo the corkscrew. Most bottled craft 
brews don’t have twist-off caps, so why not 
avoid the problem altogether and grab beer 
in cans? lEey chill quickly compared with 
bottles, and there are tons of options from 


micros such as Half Acre, Ska Brewing, 
Point and Avery, down to widely distrib- 
uted standbys such as PBR and Modelo. A 
personal favorite is Stiegl pilsner, a malty, 
classic brew in retro-cool 16 -ounce cans 
($2. 99 at Pastoral). Big group? Grab a light- 
weight wooden Wineberry box from Prov- 
enance in Lincoln Square (2312 W Leland 
Ave.). IFte 2010 Chateau Les Alaines Rose 
(S54.99) is a juicy-yet-dry, versatile wine, 
and each box holds the equivalent of four 
bottles, so there’s plenty to go around.
